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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year 
of 1963 in both length and severity. For the second succes- 
sive year, we experienced a rainfall deficiency of more than 
ten inches and the compounding of such drought conditions, 
together with the many days of strong, dry winds, character- 
ized 1964 as one of the most hazardous years in the past 
half century. Although our fire season was three weeks 
longer than that of 1963, the number of fires showed only 
a slight increase and more remarkable was the fact that 
the area burned dropped from 2,280 acres in 1963 to 900 
acres in 1964. Early detection and rapid response kept 
many potential fire disasters from becoming reality. We all 
owe a debt of gratitude to the men in this community who 
responded and fought our fires so efficiently. Our state is 
now 86% wooded and its economy — both industrial and 
recreational — is greatly dependent on this forest resource. 
The responsibility for adequate fire protection of this great 
area — 4,350,000 acres — is everyone's responsibility and 
prevention is one of our most effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must 
burn, obtain a permit and watch your fire until it 
is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches 
from young children. Explain to them the dangers 
of lighting matches and making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches 
are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year are 
chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to es- 
cape; (2) children playing with matches; and (3) smokers.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


1964 saw the development of Pawtuckaway Park so 
far as the probable land takings is concerned. While no 
progress was made in reducing the water frontage the 
State desired in its plans for the Park, the fact remains that 
through the efforts of the Selectmen and Planning Board 
and the co-operation of former Councilor Hall, a time period 
of over 5 months was gained during which the key figures 
in the situation might have disposed of their lands to pri- 
vate developers had they so desired. That advantage was 
not taken of the opportunity is the owners prerogative or 
privilege. Present understanding is that no further lands are 
to be taken but this could be in error. A deed to the Drowns 
Dam land was finally secured for the Town. 


Mr. James Kelsey (Representative) has filed bills for 
tax payments to Nottingham in perpetuity, as well as one 
for payments to all towns adversely affected by State held 
lands. Much of the Planning Boards work came in gaining 
support for his measures. The following closely approxi- 
mate the interesting State vital statistics. Our State con- 
tains some 6,789,000 acres within boundaries. Water area 
— 132,000 acres; National Forest 569,000 acres; Fish and 
Game Department, about 2,350 acres (with several build- 
ings); Division of Parks and Recreation (estimated) 70,000 
acres; and if it were possible to learn the extent of church, 
school, and non-profit organization acreages, there is no 
question that between 16 and 20% of the land area is now 
tax exempt. 


The State has 216 towns, 13 cities, and over 20 grants, 
purchases, and locations which have no representation due 
to scant population. A first letter was sent to all organized 
communities over the signatures of the Chairmen of the Sel- 
ectmen and the Planning Board detailing the situation and 
asking opinion and support. A second letter enclosed mimeo 
maps of the area, and a copy of same for each representa- 
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tive-elect. As Manchester alone has 57 it has meant some 
work. As to response, 45% heartily endorsed the action; 
2 towns abstained, and two were for payment, but not by 
funds drawn from all towns. The actual percentage support 
is greater than given as some have since assured Mr. Kel- 
sey of support verbally. The Chairman and Secretary of the 
Planning Board are resigning as of Town Meeting Day. The 
recommendation is that new faces appear, and perhaps 
new ideas.

ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


One of the accomplishments for 1964 was the rebuild- 
ing of the McCrellis Road Bridge. The old bridge was an ex- 
tremely dangerous hazard and we all benefit from _ its 
elimination. 


An additional 11% miles of roads have been tarred. 


7/10 mile on Garland Road, which was the amount 
necessary to complete that road from Route 4 to Freeman's 
Hall. 


3/10 mile on South Summer Street (better known as 
Fowler Road) and 5/10 mile on Case Road. 


During my ten years as Road Agent, there have been 
14 miles of road tarred. These roads are an asset to the 
Town. Without good roads a town cannot grow. Without 
growth and the profits derived from it, everyone in the com- 
munity loses, in one way or another. 


There is a need for immediate attention to the bridge 
located by the McKinstrey home on Gebig Road. One of the 
main timbers broke during the autumn months and although 
it has been temporarily repaired, the bridge is in poor con- 
dition and should be rebuilt as soon as possible.

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF POLICE 


The following report of activities is hereby submitted 
by the Nottingham Police Chief for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1964. 


During the past year the Nottingham Police Depart- 
ment has added to its assets, a new Police radio, which has 
been installed in Officer Batchelder's car. This has provided 
the town with.more efficient coverage throughout the entire 
town. 


Due to the nightly patrols made during the past year, 
| feel that we have been able to keep the breaks and van- 
dalism down to a minimum. Although much comment has 
been made about this added expense to the taxpayer, the 
statistics show that this coverage is benefiting the town 
whereas the crime and vandalism rate is down this year. 


Nottingham’s summer resident population is increas- 
ing rapidly and this department must grow with the needs 
and demands of the taxpayers. In figuring the Police Budget 
increase for nightly patrols, you are paying approximately 
$1.00 per person per year for this extra coverage. 


At all times when the police have been called, they 
have responded immediately with the best interest of the 
taxpayers. 


We have answered 213 complaints this past year. 


A total of 26 houses were reported broken into. All 
but four of these breaks have been cleared up. 


We investigated 23 automobile accidents and 1 motor- 
cycle accident. 


We attended Court for a total of 17 various cases. 


We delivered 4 death notices and 8 messages. 
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Also this year we had to take two mental patients to 
Concord State Hospital. 


Ten lost or missing persons were reported; all of which 
were located. 


On several occasions, the Nottingham Police Depart- 
ment has rendered assistance to the State Police and other 
local Police Departments. 


During the year 1964, a total of 1,118 actual man hours 
were utilized in providing Police coverage to the Town and 
a total of 11,340 miles were traveled throughout the town 
in the performance of police duties. 


The Police Department has been and IS ready to assist 


at all times.

School opened in September, 1964, with two changes 
in the teaching staff. Mrs. Catherine Hodgdon replaced Mrs. 
Gay Knowlton in grade four and Mr. Wayne Merchant re- 
placed Mr. Victor Barden as Principal and teacher of grades 


seven and eight. 


Under Mr. Merchant's administration the school pro- 
gram has continued in its effort to provide a sound educa- 
tional opportunity for each and every child. This year several 
subjects are conducted on a departmentalized basis which

utilizes each staff member's special abilities. More effective 
use of Audio-Visual aids is in evidence, and a strong pho- 
netic approach to reading is continuing in the primary and 
intermediate grades. The Joplin Reading Plan is being used 
in grades five, six, seven and eight. This reading plan has 
been modified to meet the needs of the pupils, and it en- 
ables each pupil to receive more instructional teacher time 
on the pupil's own reading level. 


Under the direction of the School Board, a good part 
of the painting, which was necessary, was completed during 
the summer months. Two sections of the school yard, near 
the building, were hard surfaced and the flagpole was re- 
located. New bulletin boards were installed in classrooms 
and additional shelving and benches provided where 
needed. 


In conclusion, we would like to express our apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation given us during. the year by the 
Citizens, School Board, Faculty and Pupils of Nottingham.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, Assistant Superintendent, School 
Board and Citizens of Nottingham: 


The following is a report of the administrative and 
instructional activities at the Nottingham Elementary School 
during this 1964 School Year. 


In grades one through three we are using a basal 
series of readers. Children are grouped within the room in 
these grades, usually into three groups. These groups are 
flexible. However, if a child has not completed the basal 
materials of grade one, for example, he is taught by the 
second grace teacher where he stopped in grade one. At 
no time is the child taught anywhere in basal reading except 
at his proper reading level. By the time the pupils are ready 
for grade four, achievement tests show the reading level 
attained by each child. 


This basal reading series presently being used in grade 
one through three is similar to the Joplin Plan For Teaching 
Reading — the plan proved so successful in Joplin, Missouri. 


It is at the fourth grade level that we are presently 
organizing plans to put the Joplin program into our curricu- 
lum, in conjunction with the three lower grades. 


An integral part of this program is teaching the read- 
ing skills at the level on which the the pupil is working. 
Much has been written about schools NOT teaching phonics. 
Phonics are taught in this program but taught in their proper 
relationship to other skills. Children are taught to sum- 
marize, to reach conclusions, to, draw inferences, to outline, 
and to reason. 


Comprehension is vital. Reading — real reading, in our 
opinion, is reading with meaning and understanding and 
being able to evaluate the materials read. It involves creat- 
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ing an interest in reading and a desire to read. This becomes 
an important asset of the program, with such competition 
as The Flintstones, The Rifleman, and My Favorite Martian. 


Educational Television, Channel 11, on the other hand, 
is being used to enrich the curriculum in the areas of pri- 
mary music, art, social studies, science, and career guidance. 


Our 16 millimeter projector has made it possible to 
utilize the free science films offered by the Bell Telephone 
Company through the University of New Hampshire Audio- 
Visual Center. These films offer an entertaining, informative, 
and educational approach to such subjects as, communica- 
tion, transportation, satellites, weather, and many others 
that truly enrich our science program. 


Grades five, six, seven, and eight are now semi-depart- 
mentalized. Grades five and six have Mrs. Saulnier in the 
morning for Reading, English, and Mathematics while Mr. 
Merchant has grades seven and eight for Reading, Social 
Studies, and Science. In the afternoon the children change 
rooms; Grades five and six now have Mr. Merchant for Social 
Studies and Science, while Grades seven and eight have 
Mrs. Saulnier for English and Math. This system has 
proved most advantageous in the light of teachers’ 
strong points, and of pupil interest, along with the fact that 
this system offers a chance for the students to change rooms 
and teachers and breaks the routine of the one-teacher, one- 
room situation. 


In conclusion, as principal | would like to express my 
sincere appreciation to the citizens, school board, teachers, 
pupils, superintendent, and assistant superintendent of Not- 
tingham for the cooperation extended to me during my first 
few months at Nottingham Elementary School.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


Town of Nottingham 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 
The school year of 1963-1964 saw many children ab- 


sent because of German Measles and/or mumps. However, 
with these exceptions, | feel that the Nottingham Elementary 
School had a very good health report. 


The school health service included a routine health in- 
spection of each child by the nurse. The parents were in- 
formed whenever defects were found, and many of these 
children were seen or treated by their family physician. The 
success of the health program depends largely upon such 
cooperation by the parents. 


The following summary lists the tests and examinations 
done by the school nurse, the defects found, the number of 
corrected cases, and the number of cases of communicable 
diseases.

A clinic for Tuberculosis Patch Testing was held on 
January 13, 1964 at which time 130 students and 3 adults 
were tested. There were 4 positive reactions and all of these 
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were x-rayed. These clinics are made possible by the sale 
of Christmas Seals. 


The annual Pre-School Clinic was held in May, and 
was attended by 15 children. Each child was given a rou- 
tine health inspection by the nurse. Parents were then in- 
formed of any defects noted at this time. 


A very worthwhile dental clinic was sponsored by the 
Nottingham Chapter of the American Red Cross and the 
N. H. Dental Society under the matching funds program. 
Numerous school children received dental treatmens through 
the clinic. | 


Three pupils were referred to the New Hampshire Sight 
Conservation Program for eye examinations. Glasses were 
provided for two of these children. 


During the year 33 home visits were made.
